For 
several years, the funds have not 
been paid but have accumulated 
so that the sum of $45,7.56.10 is 
now available foe street improve¬ 
ments In this city. 

On request by the Planning 
Commission, by petition of eight 
property owners, the Council voted 
that any houses built on the north 
side of Orange Grove Ave., be¬ 
tween Sunnyside and Michillinda, 
cannot be built less than 49>4 
feet from the front line. 

The term of Frank Spencer on 
the Planning Commission having 
expired, he was re-appointed to 
serve a second term. 

A letter from the Library 
Board requested that the citv ap¬ 
ply for allotment of State funds 
for securing plans for the protect¬ 
ed new City Library building. 
Such application has already been 
included in the project already 
presented to the State for such 
funds. 

Melvin L. Morse was appointed 
as a member of the Auxiliary 
Unit of the Fire Department. 

A new lighting system in the 
Clerk’s office was authorized, new 
fixtures to be purchased and In¬ 
stalled, and a new storage cabinet 
built so that equipment may bo 
locked up.

I boiled 
the chicken and fried It and boiled 
spuds, peas, onions, rice and noo¬ 
dles In the chicken broth and 
thickened It with flour. We ate 
until we thought we might burst.’’
